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"Streets and Sidewalks." 



An address delivered by Mr. L 
T. Chiles at a meeting of the 
Men's Club at the Bau- 
mont Hotel, Feb. 15. 



I am to talk about the streets 
Imd pavements of Mt. Sterling al- 
ftlttUg't first glance they appear 
F hardly wonh talking about; the 
fact of the business is, that a cas- 
ual observer would fail utterly in 
estimating their real worth, or 
rathtr theircost, for these terms 
do net always mean the same 
thing, certainly not in this case. 
Though notably unlike Milton's j 
broad and ample road, so lar -S | 
dimensions are concerned, yet like 
that heavenly highway, the dust 
is gold and the mud is fine gold, a 
parennial bonanza for the contract- 
ors, for whose use and benefit they 
seem to have been 1 .id out, the 
lay-out costing the tax payers the 
snug sum o( $4,000 per yeer. 

It is in vain that we rise uj 
( early and sit up late tooting out 
own horns and singing our own 
praises, so long as our streets in 
winter are rivers of mud, theii 
shores strewn with wreckage, 01 
dusty dc-.crts in summer, detri 
mental alike to out-door life, the 
liberty of the front yard and the 
pursuit of cleanliness, for every 
traveler who visits us notices and 
comments on such untoward err, 
ditions, for there is nothing that 
so emphasizes and advertises the 
prosperity of a city, the thrift and 
intelligence of its citizens, or the 
capability of its administration, as 
properly constructed, tidy streets; 
and not only i* the reputation of 
the municipality injured by slov- 
enly paved, badly drained streets, 
but the commercial and physical 
welfare of its inhabitants are en 
dangered as well, and it is a la 
mentable fact that neither con 
■(derations of health, wealth ot 
happiiu s*, seem sufficient to arouse 
our people to an appreci ition of 
the necessity of radical inprove- 1 
ments in the construction and 
maintenance of our roadways; and 
the only explan ition of this alarm- 
ingly apathetic condition that I 
have been able to discover, is the 
inate modesty of Kentucki.ins, tor 



profligate and gouty old for bears 
is thU listless spirit of forbearance 
with existing evils, a spirit of con 
tent that is not divine by any 
means, but rathar the inglorious 
resting of the man who in effect 
says 

"Let the world slide, let the world go, 

A fig for care and a fig for woe, 

If I Can't pa>, why I can Owe, 

And death makes equal the high and 

We laugh at the ancestral wor- 
ship of the "heathen Chinee" yet 
find it very hard to get behind the 
traditions of the elders ourselves, 
especially the one to cat, drink and 
be merry and only to work "when 
there's nothing else to do" and no 

astounding how many we have in 
our midst to day black and white 
who look stout and well, but who 
are really indisposed — to work, 
and invariably aixwer when ap- 
pealed to, to t<ike some active part 
in the m magement of ;iff,irs, or to 
something for the general good, O!

"Catchiai On" to tha BnitaaatUka Wa»a 
ot Americans. 

It it odd to encounter brisk, busi- 
nesslike, energetic joung Mexicans 
talking American college slangl 
They do this, and they know our so- 
cial customs and like them. They all 
ipeak with pleasure of the liberty of 
the American girl, and would like to 
:hange some customs here. Time is a 
sure modifier, and already one finds 
many Moro-Spanish customs drop- 
ping into desuetude. Young women 
in this capital go about alone to a 
much greater extent than was the ca?o 
i few years ago; there is a perceptible 
feminine revolt against the old re- 
strictions, Jlany young women are 
employed in shops and public offices. 
This is a novelty in a Latin-American 
country, 

I met a young woman the other 
lay walking doWD the street, says a 
writer in the New York Post, ami she 
told me she was studying typewriting 
and shorthand adapted to Spanish, 
with a view to earning her own living. 
Her manner was a fine hlendingof tho 
Latin race and the American inde- 
pendence. 

A little girl of ten said the other 
day that she was going to learn Eng- 
lish and be a "business woman." 

In a provincial city a fortnight ago 
a wealthy and enterprising Mexican 
gentieman, whose home is a charming 
reproduction of a great Andalusian 
ea*a told me of his plans for his cldesb 
daughter. She it now in a great Me 
ligiotU school, where government 
standards of instruction are the rule. 

"I am," said this busy Mexican, 
"going to have my daughter learn 
telegraphy, typewriting and book- 
keeping, and she is going to be put in 
charge of all my accounts. She is 
now learning English well, and will 
know French. It is my belief that 
Mexicans must throw over the foolish 
notion of the dependence of women, 
ind teach them how to be independ- 
ent and able to earn their own living 
in case of need.
